 AnEpifileſent wits, 
and comaundement, yet woulde 
fiee,as he dyd from Rome, vntill 
his maſter encountering him by 
the way with terrible wooꝛdes, 
cauſed him to retourne. And be⸗ 
cauſe this hiſtozie perauenture 
might not waghe againſt an ob⸗

in lyke ſozte was choſen to haue 
a pzimacy in building the Eons 
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ches of the Gentiles, And ſhoxt- 
ly after it foloweth, Of the Apos 
ſtleg he ſayeth; his gyfte was a- 
lowed whiche he had receiued of 
God, that he mighte be founde 
woꝛthye to haue the pꝛimacie in 
pꝛeaching to p Gentiles, as Pe- 


ter had in pꝛeaching to ß Jews. 


And as he aſſigned to Peter foz 
his tcompamons, whiche were ỹ 


cholen men amongeſt the Apo- 


ſtles euen ſo alſo doth he take to 
him felte Barnabas, who was 
ioyned vnto him by Godes iudg⸗ 
ment; pet did he chalenge ſtill to 
him ſeife alone the pꝛerogatyue 
of pʒꝛimatie whithe God hadde 
granted him, as to Peter alone 
Was it grauntedamong other of 
the Apoſtles. So that the Apo- 
ſtles of v cir cumtiſiõ gaue their 
handes to the Apoſtles of Gen⸗ 
tileg, to declare theit concoꝛde in 

| felowſhips 
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felowochipe, that either of theym 


ſhoulde knowe that thet had re⸗ 
ceiued the perfection of the ſpi⸗ 
rite in the pꝛeachinge ok the gol⸗ 
pel. and ſo ſhould not nede either 
other in any matter.

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tes bnto the ByHop of Rome, he 
did not (ſubmit them to his refoz- 
macion, oꝛ iudgement, but onely 
ſygnikied his owne ſentences, to 
lyke him alſo. And yet addynge 
thereunto, that pf any Byſhops, 
meaninge aſwellof Rome as of 
others which wer of the contra. 
ry opinions to him, would other;

Auguſtines tyme, by the whyche 
it is euidente, that thoughe the 
kayth of Chziſt, was by the Ro⸗ 
maines kyzſte bꝛoughte into A- 
phzike, as S. Auguſtine dothe 
conkeſſe, pet it was not redde noꝛ 
knotden , that the Byſhopes of 
Rome vſed oz challenged any er- 
erciſe of ſoueraigntie in Aphzihe 
vnto this tym? . And pet then he 
did not chalenge it lure divino, 
but Pretextudetinitionis cuiuſdam 
canonis incocilio Niceno: That is, 
by the right of goddes wozd, but 
by the pzetence of a certepne ca- 
non ſuppoſed to be in the councel, 
of Nice . Whiche article coulde 
neuer be founde, though it were 
then very diligently ſoughte fox 
thzoughe all the pzincipall chur- 


ches of the Eaſte and Southe:

Ind alſo 
in the goſpell, which Chꝛiſte be- 
fozehis aſcenſion commaunded 
his Apoſtles to pꝛeache ouer all 
the woꝛld, beginning ſirſt at Je- 
ruſalem:Do that the byhops of 
Rome vniuerſal power by him 
claimed ouer all,can not by anye 
ſcripture be iuſtified, as yt ye 
haue redde the auncient fathers 
expoſttions of the ſayde ſcriptus 
res, as we ſuppoſe you haue ſyth 
your letters ſente hither concer⸗ 
ning this matter, and wold geue 
moe credence to their humble 
and playne ſpeaking, then to the 
latter contencious and ambict- 
ous wꝛiters of that hyghe, and 
aboue the Ideas of Plato hys 
ſubtilitie ( whiche paſſeth as ye 
wꝛite)the lawyers lerninge and 
capacitte: We dout not, but that
